Hundreds of staff face 
the axe in council cuts

LUTON suffered a devastating hammer 
blow on Friday when it was revealed 
between 400 and 500 council jobs are 
‘at risk' in cost-cutting. 

Around one in eight posts could be affected 
across all Luton Borough Council teams, with 
staff facing redundancy by the end of next 
March. 

A Staff Briefing Notes document - seen 
exclusively by Luton on Sunday - entitled 
‘Changing Times’ was given to each of the 
council’s 3,218-strong workforce on Friday 
morning. 

It states: ‘Currently, it looks as if between 
400 and 500 jobs could be involved.’ 

Further it adds: ‘Inevitably, some of our col¬ 
leagues - now and in the next two or three 
years ahead - will be badly affected by what is 
happening. 

‘Some will lose their jobs through absolute¬ 
ly no fault of their own and we must do our 
best to give them all the help and support 
they need.’ 

It also said change is ‘inevitable’ and that, 
‘amidst the gloom’, there is a chance for those 
who can ‘raise their game and add extra value 
so the council really can offer more for less’. 

The week long informal consultation period 
began on Friday, with the three month formal 
version starting on September 20. Notice will 
be served on affected staff on January 5. 

Chief executive Trevor Holden, pictured, is 
working on plans for a big cut in the number 
of senior managers. 

He said: “We will have no choice about any 
budget reductions being forced upon us. The 
challenge lies in how we respond to them. 

“The priority is to ensure that we continue 
to serve our customers and citizens well. This 



means transforming the council rapidly so 
that it still meets the needs of the town and its 
people. 

“This could mean commissioning some 
services from other providers or delivering 
them in partnership with other local public 
services.” 

Nearly £5 million has already been taken 
from the council’s budget this year and has 
brought at least ten posts to an end. 

But a further £20 million budget reduction 
must be secured by the end of next March. 

The council said decisions made at 
Whitehall could ‘result in Luton Council’s 
budget shrinking by at least £60 million a 
year in just four years’. 

The Changing Times document adds: ‘The 
sheer scale of spending cuts likely to be 
demanded by Whitehall after the 
Chancellor’s comprehensive spending review 
this autumn means that as many as 500 
Luton Borough Council jobs could now be at 
risk.’ 



Drug ring 
jailed for 
45 years 

THIS is a CCTV picture of 
two drug dealer cousins 
under police surveillance 
before one of the 
Bedfordshire force’s 
biggest ever operations. 

We can exclusively reveal 
this image of Mark and 
Cliveroy Birch walking along 
New Bedford Road, Luton, 
last June - just months 
before they were arrested. 

The pair were at the time 
being watched by police in 
connection with Operation 
Paddle, an investigation in 
which nine gang members 
were arrested in mass raids 
in September 2009. 

This week seven of the 
nine were jailed for a total 
of 45 years for their parts 
in what the criminals 
themselves dubbed 
‘Workout’.

Luton street weaves its way to 
UK record for spider sightings 



MORE species of spiders have 
been seen in a Luton street than 
in any other in the UK. 

Creepy Selbourne Road 
topped a list of sightings with 
143 different types of arachnid 
since 1980 - almost six times as 
many as the second-placed road 
in Doddington, Kent. 

In the past 30 years, there have 
also been 2,300 official spider 
sightings - nearly five times 
more than the 576 on record for 
Hornby, in West Lancashire. 

The revelations follow 
research carried out by Buglife 
Invertebrate Conservation Trust 
and the Spider Recording 
Scheme. 

Tom Thomas, Luton’s very own 
‘spider spotter’ and a resident of 
Selbourne Road, said: “This 
street seems to be a beacon for 
our eight-legged friends. 

“In fact, it was one of the main 


reasons for me moving here as I 
love arachnids in all their forms. 

“This street is perfect for spi¬ 
der spotting. In fact, I wouldn’t 
be surprised if Spider-Man him¬ 
self lived around here some¬ 
where.” 

Buglife chief executive Matt 
Shardlow said: “It is unfortunate 
that some people are afraid of 


spiders. After all, like Spider- 
Man, spiders are on our side. 
They keep down the numbers of 
flies in houses and are really 
important for a healthy environ¬ 
ment.” 

The new figures marked the 
launch of the new Spider-Man: 
Shattered Dimensions video 
game on Lriday. 


Drugs gang land 
45 years in prison

MORE than 100 armed officers 
took part in one of the biggest 
ever police operations when 
nine drug gang members were 
arrested last year. 

Seven forces combined in 
Operation Paddle on September 
10, 2009, in which raids on 23 
properties saw 400 officers help 
to bring down the Lewsey Larm 
and Hockwell Ring based outfit. 

On Wednesday, seven of the 
gang were jailed at Luton Crown 
Court for a total of 45 years for 
their part in ‘Workout’, which 
expanded into parts of south 
Bedfordshire. 

In an exclusive interview with 
Luton on Sunday , Detective 
Inspector Ged McCarthy, who 
led the operation, said: “All this 
came about because of a rise in 
certain types of violence in 
Luton and a rise in aggravated 
burglary and we thought they 
were linked to the drugs.” 

The crack seized last 
September amounted to 1,334 
grams worth between £66,000 
and £106,000. Heroin weighing 
289 grams worth between 
£12,000 and £14,500 was also 
recovered, along with 110 grams 
of ordinary cocaine worth 
£25,000. 

DI McCarthy said between 
£29,000-£30,000 was found at 
two properties, but that the 
group were careful not to flash 
too much cash.

He added: “Unfortunately 
sometimes this lifestyle can be 
seen as quite glamorous, you 
can earn a lot of money and 
drive a flash car. 

“But when you get caught and 
are sitting in a cell, of whatever 
size, for 23 hours a day poten¬ 
tially for 12 years of your life, 
how glamorous is that? 

“I can’t say for definite that 
these were robbing or assaulting 
other dealers, but there was def¬ 
initely a rise in violence. 

“We felt it was linked to this 
group. And when we carried out 
the raids we recovered parts of 
another firearm, bullets and a 
bullet that we thought had to 


have been fired. This just shows 
the level of risk this group 
posed.” 

One of the gang, 20-year-old 
Niall McErlane, of Moorland 
Gardens, Luton, was jailed for 26 
years after being found guilty of 
murdering Houghton Regis man 
Richard Long in a row over 
drugs. 

Those jailed this week included: 

■ Cliveroy Birch, 20, of Park 
Street, Luton - six years. Pleaded 
guilty to two counts of conspira¬ 
cy to supply Class A Drugs. 

■ Ori Cyrille, 19, of Wedgewood 
Road, Luton - five years. Pleaded 
guilty to two counts of conspira¬ 
cy to supply Class A Drugs.

0AP WHO PERISHED IN FIRE IS NAMED 

A PENSIONER who died in a fire at a 
bedsit has been named. Kenneth Carney, 
74, of Belmont Road, Luton, passed away 
on August 22 after a blaze tore through 
the bedsit and left it with 75 per cent 
damage. Mr Carney died in Broomfield 
Hospital, Chelmsford, after being 
transferred from L&D Hospital having 
suffered 60 per cent burns. 

HEALER MURDER NOT GUILTY PLEA 

A WOMAN has pleaded not guilty to the 
murder of a spiritual healer in Luton four 
years ago. Rubina Maroof, 30, is accused 
of murdering 22-year-old Alfusaine Jabbi, 
whose body was found in Leagrave in 
April 2006. 

Mrs Maroof, who lived in Pembroke 
Avenue, Luton, at the time, also pleaded 
not guilty to conspiracy to unlawfully 
imprison Mr Jabbi between April 21 and 
April 29, 2004. At Luton Crown Court on 
Friday, Judge John Bevan said her trial 
would begin on November 1 and will 
likely last three to four weeks. 

Five others were convicted after a long 
trial in 2008 of offences connected to 
the murder and perverting the course of 
justice. A seventh man is still wanted.

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Fire chiefs rap over 
bullying and violence

MORE than 600 fire service staff have 
been sent a stern letter in a bid to curb 
the ‘unprecedented’ lack of discipline in 
the county’s brigade. 

Violence, bullying, disobedience and 
dishonesty were all highlighted as ‘seri¬ 
ous problems’ within Bedfordshire and 
Luton Fire and Rescue Service. 

The circular, which was issued to all 
personnel by Chief Fire Officer Paul 
Fuller, outlined his ‘concern for the 
unprecedented level of formal discipline 


investigations that are underway’. In the 
letter, he added that this is ‘not because 
we are using the process too much, but 
because of the inappropriate behaviour 
of a few of our colleagues’. 

‘These are not simply bad judgements 
which require guidance, but serious 
problems including violence, bullying, 
wilful disobedience or dishonesty both in 
or out of work. 

‘These attitudes also appear in a 
minor way, in the way in which we do 
our work, our smartness, punctuality 
and reliability with everyday instruc¬ 
tions and routines.’ 

To try to reduce the widespread issues, 
all 623 of the service’s personnel - includ¬ 


ing firefighters, fire control operators and 
civilian staff - have been ordered to 
undergo a Professional Standards course 
forming part of a ‘rolling development 
programme’ which began last week. 

In May our sister paper, Luton & 
Dunstable Express , exclusively revealed 
how a firefighter resigned while being 
investigated for climbing into bed with a 
female colleague at Dunstable 
Community Fire Station. 

In a statement to Luton on Sunday, Mr 
Fuller said: “I believe the letter assures 
the vast majority of hard working and 
committed staff and the public that we 
will not tolerate the unacceptable behav¬ 
iour of the few.” 


Neglected dogs left without food and water 


A MAN has been banned 
from keeping animals for 
three years and ordered to 
pay £1,500 after he neglected 
two dogs. 

The pets, owned by Mark 
Griffiths, of High Street, 
Luton, were extremely thin 
and neglected, suffered from 
conjunctivitis and lived in 
dirty conditions, a court 
heard on Thursday. 

Prosecutor Mark Jones told 
Luton Magistrates’ Court the 
male two-year-old dog 
weighed 20.8kg when it was 
picked up on January 20, 
while the female dog weighed 
18.9kg. 

They were found in a poor 
environment and were outside 


during what had been a very 
hard winter. When the RSPCA 
visited, there was not any food 
or water nearby, and no dog 
food was found in the house. 

RSPCA inspector Peter 
Warne said: “We are satisfied 
with the court’s decision, and 
hope that it serves as a warn¬ 
ing to other people that it is 
not acceptable to let your 
animals suffer, and that it is 
the owner’s responsibility to 
ensure that all the animals’ 
welfare needs are met.” 

Griffiths, 28, pleaded guilty 
to animal cruelty and was 
also given a 12-month com¬ 
munity order with the 
requirement to carry out 100 
hours unpaid work.

Nature lovers warn of 
harm by off-roaders

WILDLIFE conservationists are 
warning of the damage off-road 
activity causes to protected sites 
across the county. 

Despite being legally protected 
and privately owned land, some 
of these nature conservation sites 
are regularly used by of off-road 
vehicles including scrambler 
motorcycles, quad bikes and four 
wheel drives. 

Natural England, the Govern¬ 
ment’s independent advisor on 
the natural environment, and The 
Wildlife Trust are among the con¬ 
servation partners who supported 
the police with Operation Meteor 
this summer, a police operation to 
clamp down on illegal use of off¬ 
road vehicles. 

Justin Tilley, of Natural England, 
said: “Sites of Special Scientific 
Interest (SSSI) in the south of 
Bedfordshire hold some of 
England’s best examples of chalk 
grassland habitats containing rare 
species of orchid and butterflies. 

“Conscientious off-roaders seek 
out a landowner’s permission to 
ride on their land or enjoy the use 
of the byways that cross the 
Bedfordshire countryside. 

“However, off-roading on SSSIs 
is inappropriate as it causes ero¬ 
sion of the fragile soils, damage to

the plant life and disturbs the 
birds and animals that live there. 

“We have seen cases where 
fences have been cut to gain 
access, resulting in sheep and cat¬ 
tle escaping onto nearby roads. 
Litter and burnt out wreckage has 
also been left at these wildlife 
spots.” 

Safer Neighbourhood Teams 
have been out and about working 
across the Luton and Dunstable 
areas to tackle the issue. 

Safer Neighbourhood Sergeant, 
Darren Turney said: “Members of 
the community can help by con¬ 


tinuing to report any incidents 
they witness to the police. 

“We will continue to use all 
resources at our disposal to 
apprehend people involved in 
this type of anti-social behaviour. 
If people are going to break the 
law, we will take action.”

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‘Unanimous’ opposition to 
election of commissioner

PROPOSALS to elect the coun¬ 
ty’s first Police and Crime 
Commissioner have come 
under fire by members of 
Bedfordshire Police Authority. 

Concerns have been raised 
about the plans - which would 
see an individual able to hire 
and fire chief constables - and 
members believe there is little 
clarification from the 
Government. 

Peter Conniff (pictured), chair¬ 
man of the authority, said mem¬ 
bers were ‘unanimous’ in their 
opposition to the proposal. 

He said: “It is my understanding 
that the Commissioner would be 
elected by the local population 
and in view of previous experi¬ 
ences in local elections it is prob¬ 
able that there would be a very 
small turnout and therefore there 
is a very real danger of the post 
being filled by a representative 
from a single issue or extremist 
group. 

“Police Authorities across 
England and Wales are horrified at 
this proposal and will try very 
hard to get the proposal shelved.” 

Mr Conniff plans to meet local 
MPs and make them fully aware 
of the Authority’s fears. 

Penny Fletcher, an 


Independent member, 

explained that the proposals will 
see a great deal of valuable 
experience lost at a crucial time. 

She said: “These plans have 
been rushed through and there 
is little or no clarity in critical 
areas, such as the cost implica¬ 
tions. 

“It is estimated that these elec¬ 
tions will cost in the region of 
£50 million in this ‘age of auster¬ 
ity’ where we are supposed to be 
doing everything we can to 
reduce costs.” 

The Authority also has serious 
misgivings about representation 
of all communities. 

Currently the Police Authority, 
with its mix of independently 
appointed and locally elected 
councillor members, ensures 
that geographical, diversity and 
equality factors are taken into 
account. 

Conservative councillor Fiona 
Chapman said: “What possible 
chance does one person have? 

“It will be bad enough in 
Bedfordshire and Luton, but 
think about some of the bigger 
forces, the geography is mind 
boggling. 

“There is also a real danger of 
Party Politics being brought into 
the Police Force, something 
which most Police Authorities 
are very careful to avoid.”

Warrant sees police 
re-seize ‘attack’ dogs

DOGS which allegedly attacked 
and hospitalised a man have 
been seized by police. 

Luton on Sunday reported last 
week how the six dogs, which 
their owner insists are 
Staffordshire Bull Terriers, were 
removed by the police and 
returned to the owner just days 
before the alleged incident. 

The 31-year-old owner, Marian 
Clarke, of Celandine Drive, Luton 
was also arrested and released on 
bail. 

An eye-witness claims to have 
seen the puppies bite the arm of 
a man who was visiting the stu¬ 
dio flat on August 31. 


The dogs had been taken away 
from Ms Clarke, a council ten¬ 
ant, by the police on August 17 
to establish whether or not they 
were an illegal breed. 

Having failed to determine 
this, the police then returned 
the dogs to her on August 23. 

Live of the dogs have now 
been seized under the 
Dangerous Dogs Act on 
September 3. 

Another, which was taken for 
emergency surgery after it was 
attacked by another dog, will be 
seized when it has recovered. 

A police spokesman said: “As a 
result of inquiries into an 
alleged attack on a man by a dog 
in Celandine Drive, Luton on 
August 31, police have executed 


a warrant at an address in 
Celandine Drive. 

“Live dogs were seized under 
the Dangerous Dogs Act and a 
31-year-old woman was arrest¬ 
ed. 

“The dogs are now in police 
kennels and the woman has been 
released on police bail. 

“A sixth dog was in the care of a 
veterinary surgeon prior to the 
execution of the warrant and will 
be seized by police when it is well 
enough.” 

A Luton Town Hall spokesman 
said: “Luton Borough Council is 
working with Ms Clarke to find 
an appropriate solution to this 
situation. 

“As this work is ongoing, we 
cannot comment further.”

S TANDING forlornly in a 
Tesco queue on Saturday, 
trying to get through one of 
their innumerable checkouts, I 
looked down the aisles at all the 
men dreaming wistfully of their 
freedom. 

Men who once left this stuff to 
‘er indoors are now just trolley 
mules, as shopping, like giving 
birth, has become a communal 
family activity. 

I trudge around dutifully as the 
present Mrs Lowe throws 
enough supplies into our trolley 
to feed a small army. And, of 
course these days it is not just 
food, as there is a sudden diver¬ 
sion to the clothing aisles, as the 
kids need new school gear. 

The trolley won’t make it down 
there, so I am left in the centre 
aisle, standing and waiting.

Health and safety breaches cost 
car repairers £4,000 in fines

THREE car repair companies 
have been fined £4,000 for failing 
to act on electrical defects in 
their workshops, exposing their 
workers to a serious risk of 
injury. 

The Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE) prosecuted Azhar 
Mohammed who trades as ANS 
Bodyshop and AMS Spares for 
failing to comply with improve¬ 
ment notices served in May 2009. 

Meanwhile Izhar U1 Haq, who 
trades as BM’s Repair Centre, and 
Asif Butt, who trades as Hydeny 
Autos, were convicted and sen¬ 


tenced for a similar offence in July 
and August respectively. 

All three companies are based 
on neighbouring sites in Empress 
Road, Luton. 

Luton Magistrates’ Court heard 
how the electrical equipment in 
the three companies’ workshops 
were defective, creating a risk of 
electrocutions, electric shock, fire 
or even explosions in such poten¬ 
tially hazardous environments. 

Mr Butt was fined £500 and 
ordered to pay costs of £742.40 
while Mr Mohammed was fined 
£1,500 with costs of £742.40. 

Mr U1 Haq admitted failing to 
act on the improvement notices 
and failing to arrange mainte¬ 


nance examinations of a car hoist 
which was found to be defective. 
He was fined £2,000 and ordered 
to pay costs of £742.40. 

HSE Inspector Stephen Manley 
said: “Improvement notices are 
served for a reason to correct 
failures of a business to properly 
protect workers or members of 
the public. 

“We will not tolerate our notices 
being ignored. 

“These three men completely 
ignored their legal responsibilities 
under a direct instruction, leaving 
workers and others at risk. 

“It is not acceptable for any 
company to expose workers to 
these unnecessary risks.”

Whipsnade’s baby rhino 
weighs in at 13 stone

A TINY rhino calf bom at 
Whipsnade Zoo has delighted 
both keepers and conservation¬ 
ists who work with his critically 
endangered species in the wild. 

Weighing in at a whopping 13st 
despite being less than 3ft high, 
the greater one-horned rhino 
baby is already throwing his 
weight around and keeping mum 
Behin busy. 

Born just over a week ago on 
August 31, the calf (pictured right) 
has been named Ajang, which is 
Nepalese for enormous. 

Behin is already mother to 
three-year-old Asha, but Ajang is 
the first offspring for Whipsnade’s 
mighty male rhino, Hugo, 7, who 
arrived from Poland two years 
ago. 

Keepers kept a close eye on the 
labour and birth through a CCTV 
monitor set up next door to the 
‘nursery paddock’ where he was 
born, meaning they could watch 
everything without disturbing 
Behin or her calf. 

Deputy section leader Veronica 
Watkins, who stayed glued to the 
action for three days, said: “It was 
a tough and exhausting labour for 
Behin, so it was terrific relief to 
watch her deliver a healthy young 
calf who was up on his feet in a 
very short time. 


“She is being a fantastic mum 
too. 

“It’s great to build the population 
in captivity, but these animals 
aren’t doing so well in the wild 
where their species is under con¬ 
stant threat. 

“We hope visitors who see Ajang 
will want to help us protect the last 
of his kind in the wild.” 

The Zoological Society of 
London (ZSL) undertakes com¬ 
prehensive conservation work in 
Nepal to try to stabilise the dwin¬ 
dling population of these magnifi¬ 
cent animals. 

Threatened in the wild by poach¬ 
ers, invasive plants and habitat 


degradation, the greater one¬ 
horned rhino is critically endan¬ 
gered. ZSL works in the field to 
support systematic anti-poaching 
and monitoring patrols in Nepal. 

Recently the country saw its first 
birth of a rhino calf since the 
uprising, which is a strong indica¬ 
tor that patrols are bringing the 
much-needed stability to the 
rhino population. 

Visitors can see the lively calf, 
who was up on his feet within 20 
minutes of being born, gam¬ 
bolling around his yard with his 
more sedate mum, Behin, at the 
Rhinos of Nepal exhibit at ZSL 
Whipsnade Zoo.

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Sir Alec remains at 
of investigation into 


A WORLD-renowned geneticist has published new 
research which identifies one of the key drivers 
of human evolution. Luton-raised Professor Sir 
Alec Jeffreys, who discovered DNA fingerprinting 
in his lab more than 25 years ago, spoke with 
CHRISTINA JOHNSON about his revolutionary work. 


PROFESSOR Sir Alee Jeffreys’ 
life changed on the morning of 
September 11,1984. It was then 
that he discovered the world’s 
first genetic fingerprint at the 
University of Leicester. 

DNA fingerprinting has now 
become an important part of 
forensic science to help police 
in their investigations and it has 
also proved useful in resolving 
paternity and immigration 
disputes. 

He has since spent more than 
two decades after his landmark 
discovery investigating what he 
describes as ‘pretty bizarre bits 
of DNA. 

These are highly variable 
repeated parts of DNA which 
seemed to be changing and 
‘picking up mutations at an 
extraordinary rate’ when com¬ 
pared to other DNA. 

Born in Oxford in 1950, Sir Alec 
lived in Luton between the ages 
of six and 18. He then went to 
Luton Grammar School and 
Luton Sixth Form College before 
taking a four year biochemistry 
degree at Oxford’s Merton 
College. 

In 1994, he was knighted by the 
Queen for services to science 
and technology. 

Still at the cutting edge of 


genetics research, his work enti¬ 
tled Nature Genetics, which 
focuses on evolution, was pub¬ 
lished on September 5. 

Sir Alec, 60, who is a presti¬ 
gious Royal Society Wolfson 
resident professor, said: “What 
we are investigating is DNA 
diversity and how it is unique. 

“There are two different 
processes going on. Mutating 
which is the changes from 
parent to child and recombina¬ 
tion which is the re-shuffling 
from each generation. 

“The analogy to use is a deck 
of cards. Mutating means 
changes and recombination is 
re-shuffling it. 

“Without either of these the 
deck of cards stay exactly the 
same and, of course, the game 
we are playing is evolution. 

“The essential point of this

research is that we have con¬ 
firmed the discovery of a certain 
gene - PRDM9 - which is the 
master controller of the re¬ 
shuffling process. 

“The work we have done over 
the past ten years at Leicester 
has been key to understanding 
recombination in humans, and 
has allowed the molecular defi¬ 
nition of recombination 
‘hotspots’ - small regions in 
which the re shuffling process 
is focused. 

“The exciting finding is that

people with different versions 
of PRDM9 show profoundly 
different recombination behav¬ 
iours in hotspots and chromoso¬ 
mal rearrangements that cause 
some genetic disorders.” 

Sir Alec’s research team, which 
consists of seven people, includ¬ 
ing himself, brought the work 
that went towards the paper 
rather quickly. 

He added: “We have been inves¬ 
tigating mutation and combina¬ 
tion for the last 15 years 
but the work that went into this 
research started early this year. 
The result is quite astonishing. 

“The research has made news 
around the world but it’s much 
too soon to say what the overall 
reaction is.” 

Sir Alec believes the research, 
along with that of others work¬ 
ing in the field, will inevitably 
further scientists’ ability to 
understand the basic processes 
that make humans genetically 
unique. 

These findings also provide a 
neat solution to one great puzzle 
of recombination hotspots 
namely that they appear and 
disappear rapidly during evolu¬ 
tion. He concluded: “This is the 
opening up of a major field of 
research.”

ROME 


I HAD been to Rome before some 
years ago and for a number of rea¬ 
sons it didn’t inspire me as much as 
I had hoped. 

So it was with a certain amount of 
indifference that I returned to have a 
couple of days in the eternal city 
either side of a recent cruise around 
the Med - details of which can be 
found on my blog for anyone inter¬ 
ested, as I have no great inclination 


to repeat the experience either in 
writing or in reality. 

Enough said. 

But without a doubt the shining 
point of the holiday was rediscover¬ 
ing and falling in love with Rome. 

One of the best things about living 
in the UK is that we can be in most 
of the great cities of the world within 
a couple of hours and with low- 
cost air travel at a very affordable 
price. 

We flew easyjet to Rome which has 
the advantage of flying to and from 
the main airport serving the city - 


Fiumicino, so transfers were quick, 
regular and cheap. 

The train fare from the airport to 
the main Termini station being less 
than 15 euros for three of us. (I have 
mentioned this before and the 
Secretary of State for transport is 
looking into why our train costs are 
so high). 

Size-wise Rome is extremely man¬ 
ageable. You can walk to all the 
major sites easily in a day although 
there is a very good and cheap bus 
and underground service. 

The Colisseum is magnificent, and 


you should not miss such treats as 
the Trevi fountain, Spanish Steps and 
St Peter’s Church and the Vatican. 

But what we enjoyed more than 
these was a park above the Spanish 
Steps, the Villa Borghese. It had 
magnificent views, loads to do or 
not do, and was a lovely get-away 
from the obvious tourist crowds. 

Best of all though, is just wander¬ 
ing aimlessly, stopping for a coffee 
and pastry here, and a beer there, 
watching the Roman world go by 
surrounded by architecture most 
towns and cities can only dream of. 


And on every corner a reminder of 
the Roman Empire, with ancient 
buildings and ruins reminding you 
of its greatness and power. 

Then there is the food and, of 
course, the wine. For example, we 
went to a restaurant recommended to 
us quite near the forum, in the heart 
of the city yet off the beaten track. 

It is called La Taverna dei Fori 
Imperiali and we had one of the best 
meals I can remember, simple pasta 
dishes, fresh bread and table wine. 

A1 fresco, watching the hot sun sink 
behind the Roman skyline. Eternally 
beautiful.
